The caserne was enclosed by a three-meter-hlgh wooden fence along 
the highways. Along the other two sides was a barbed wire fence 
about two meters high. There was only one entrance to the caserne.

Plat and Housekeeping Plat, EM messhall, EM club, tailor and shoe 
repair shops, and Bn hospital. 

7. Motor Pool: Contained approximate ly 30 vehicles ^ = . 

r20 GAZ-b3s, one BMW, one Moskvich, one ZIS-5, and 
one German Horch sedan. Surrounded by a barbed wire fence. A 
40 x 60 m brick structure was located there in which minor repairs 
were made. 

8. POL storage area: 10 x 10 m area enclosed by a barbed wire fence 
about two meters high. The Battalion POL was kept in barrels in 
trenches . 

9. Warehouse: Brick structure, 15 x 20 m, where clothing was kept. 

10. Ammunition shed: Wooden structure, approximately 10 x 10 m where 
ammunition was kept.
